LOOK OUT FOR "KISSING BUG" 


Bower City People Are Warned to Me- 


ivare of the Insect. 


Bower City people are warned to look 


out for the ''kissing bug" with a pen- 
chant for embracing the lips of slumb- 
ering persons. It has made its appear- 
ance in Chicago 'and last night one 
woman and two yout.g men felt its dead- 
ly sting upon their lips. This myster- 
ious melanolestes picipes or "kissing 
bug" is about one-half inch long and 
belongs to a group of insects that feed 
on other bugs in preference to plants. 


Its liking for human blood is a habit 


ot recent acquisition. In Ijthe western 
country it is often found in poultry 
houses and when in .large numbers fre- 
quently attacks horses and other .ani. 
mals. The identity of 
the "kissing 


bug" wns first discovered by an assist- 
ant of the entomological division of the 
agricultural department at Washington. 
He had been severely bitten by a picipes, 
and finding one upon the ' bed, took it 
up and after a earful analysis made the 
discovery of its relationship to the com- 
mon house bug. The entomologist who 
discovered the "kissing bug" . says its 
favorite food is a house insect. The 
picipes when full grown has a proboscis 
which pierces its victim's skin without 
any perceptible sensation, but the swell- 
ing sets in almost immediately with an 
intense burning pain and lasts often 
from one to two days. ' 


The part punctured by the proboscis 


of this poisonous bug usually swells to 
twice its normal size within an hour

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TEE-BOERS 


AND THE 


Came of the Warlike Trend 


of Attain In iUc Trnn»varxl. 


BY CAPTAIN T. B. PRA1VCIS. 


Like a stone in tbe bottom of. a well 


lies the memory of Majuba Hill in the 
beart of Jolin Bull. It was there that 
General Joubert, leading a mob of 
Boer farmers, broke a famous "British 
square" and wrung from England a 
recognition of the independence of the 
Transvaal republic. 


Ever since the Dutch and the Eng- 


lish have rubbed elbows in South Afri- 
ca, and that has been for more than a 
century, the Boers have from time to 
time been called upon to "trek" or 
fight. Sometimes they have "trekked," 
sometimes they have fought and some- 
times tuey have done both. Each time 
they have fought the British lion has 
lashed his tail in vain rage. 


Once more it seems as if the Boers 


.would either have to "trek" or fight. 
The situation today Is practically the 
eame as in years past. . Having driven 
out or subdued the fierce tribes that 
once dwelt beyond the Yaal, the Boers 
have settled down on the land thus se- 
•jnrecl, content to practice their homely 
virtues and raise great herds of stock. 
But the English have come in to de- 
velop the treasures of the Rand, which 
the Boers disdain. 'To these gold dig- 
ging uitlanders the Boers have denied 
the rights of full citizenship and have 
made them pay well for the privilege of 
mining within the borders of the re- 
public. 
. 


Great Britain, who follows with a 


helping hand her colonists, even to the 
ends of the earth, asks the Boers to 
grant the uitlanders more privileges. 
The Boers refuse, and now General 
Joubert, confident In the strength of 
the little republic, is talking of captur- 
ing the De. Beers diamond mines and 
raiding Cape Colony clear to the Cape 
Itself.

Boers take to discourage a revolt of 
the uitlanders. Those guns were paid 
for by taxing English mining enter- 
prises, and they were made in America. 


For the past three years the Boers 


have been silently preparing .for the ex- 
pected conflict. 
In former contests 


they depended.on their long rifles, but 
If England sends another force to 
coerce the Transvaal her troops will be 


. met by a well equipped army of the 


bravest fighting men. known to modern 
times. 


At Majuba.hill the Boer forces con- 


sisted of unorganized farmers. 
But 


' each farmer was a dead shot. The 


Boers of today are just as good shots 
as they were a half century ago, but in 
the meantime they have acquired a 
military education. They may not be 
able to dress and mark time with the 
machinelike precision of some of the 
British -regular regiments, but they un- 
derstand the tactics of fighting, espe- 
cially as applied to the country in their 
immediate vicinity. 


Captain William H. Hudson of Chi- 


cago, who for years served in the Brit- 
ish forces, said recently: "The Boer is 
fanatically brave, but has the coolness 
which most fanatics lack. He knows 
every inch of his country, and he is 
without a peer in the.world as a rifle 
shot. I never served in South Africa, 
t>ut. I have many, friends who went 
through the campaigns of 1S80 and 
1SS1 against the Transvaal Dutch.. In 
one engagement, short, but disastrous, 
out of a total English force of between 
600 and 700 the loss in a few hours 
was 2S3 killed .and wounded—nearly 
half the force, "it is a literal fact that 
the great majority of the dead soldiers 
were found to have been shot through 
the head, a hole in the helmet of each 
of the fallen showing the mark at 
which the.farmer rifleman had aimed." 


English writers on the subject of the 


Boer's shooting abilities have said that 
there was something absolutely terrify- 
ing in" the knowledge of the fact that, 
hidden somewhere out in the brush or 
behind the hillside embankment, lay 
an enemy who "rang the bell of his 
target" much oftener than he missed 
clean. 


A returned traveler from the Trans- 


vaal, an Englishman, was - talking 
about the marksmanship of the Trans- 
vaal farmer. The visitor said that he 
hnd been entertained at a peasant 
farmhouse while on a hunting trip and 


that, to Ms imer astonishment, a boy 
9 years of age, tiie son of the peasant 
proprietor, was'turned over-to him as 
a guide and hunting companion. The 
buy further astonished the Englishman 
when, they had reached a wide plitiu 
stretching out from the edge of a wood 
by dropping to ouc"kuee and killing at 
a distance of 000 yards a grazing 
springbok, the smallest known specie 
of African antelope. 


"I would not have attempted the 


shot," said the Englishman. "The boy 
fired and took the killing as a rnattci 
of course. They all know how to shoot 
from the time they are able to hold a 
weapon, and I don't envy the six footei 
whose uniform makes him a shining 
mark for one of these long distance 
riflemeu." 


When a Boer fanner was asked how 


it happened that his compatriots were 
such excellent marksmen, he said thai 
it was due to the British policy. 


Odd as it may seem, General P. ,T 


Joubert* the commander in chief of the 


GENERAL, JOUBEUT.. 


army of the Transvaal republic, is not 
.a Boer'at all, but an American. He 
was born .in Uuiontown, Pa., CS years 
ago and has had a most picturesque 
career. 
'When 14'years of age, he left this 
country and went to Holland. 
His, 


taste for war was always keen, and 
when the rebellion broke out he came 
,to this country and served in the navy 
under Admiral Dupont. Later h,e was 
capta_in of a c:olore_d company 'under 
General Weltzel. After The war he re- 
turned to Holland and later went to 
South Africa. WJjen the rule of the 
English became intolerant to the Dutch 
at Cape Colony and Cape of Good 
Hope and many of them wont north 
to the Transvaal, General Joubert 
went with them. After he had assisted 
materially in driving out tho wild 
beasts, conquering the savages, set- 
tling the country, discovering and de- 
veloping the diamond fields, the. Eng- 
lish suddenly discovered that they had 
a claim to this faraway country. 


He was only a plain Boer, or farmer, 


when his fellow subjects determined 
to resist the British. In 1S81, at the 
head of a handful of Dutch farmers, he 
met the British army at Majuba hill 
and put it to flight after great slaugh- 
ter. This secured liberty for the Boers, 
and they accordingly look npon Gen- 
eral Joubert, now vice president of the 
South African Republic, as the Wash- 
ington of their country..

One of the first things that stride the 


eye of the stranger in Rio de *melrc 
are some odd-looking carriages. 
You 


think there must lie a circus in town, 
tout on inquiry are told 
"those are 


•hearses." 
Owing t» the 
climate. a 


corpse cannot tie kept over twenty-foui 
(hours, nor will the law allow it, and 
so many have their clothes made and 
funeral invitations printed before they 
are ready to die. 
They do not regard 


death as seriously in Rio as we do in 
North America, but lay great stress on 
the outward .show. 
Even infants ar£ 


put into mourning for their forty-sec- 
ond cousin, poor and rich alike. I re- 
ceived an invitation to the funeral oi 
a child of a (friend. 
It was printed on 


•white paper having a scarlet border. 
Scarlet is the color used by the Bra- 
zilians lor the funeral decorations ot 
the young, while violet is for adults. 
The invitation has not only the names 
of the parents of the childj but the 
grandparents, uncles, aunts and cou- 
sins. I was supposed to bring a wreath 
or other emblem of artificial flowers 
(real ones are seldom used), and drive 
to the mourners' house. 
There I was 


met by an usher, who took the wreath 
and led me into the 
"chamber ot 


death," where the mourners and priests 
were praying for the 
departed soul. 


Every article of 
furniture, pictures, 


knieknacks, etc., had 
been removed 


from the room, and the coffin was 
placed in the center, upon a bier draped 
tvith scarlet cloth, around which the 
wreaths, etc., were put. When 
the 


prayers had been said the lather and 
brother carried the coffin to the hearse. 
The hearse was also scarlet and gold, 
•but oh! so shabby, and so were the 
two men on the seat, who were dressed 
from head to loot in the same bright 
colors, and looked more like organ 
monkeys than men. 
A closed cab led 


the procession, in which sat the priest 
in all his bright robes; then followed 
the L'i?arse, after which, in open car- 
riages, the male relatives and friends 
(no -women attend any

vite from America an

tleman can speak Chinese, there is no 
difficulty in the 'matter 'of interpreters, 
native or foreign.
